Towboat, With Ten Empty Barges, Sinks Other Craft 
in Heavy Fog—Captain Is Arrested—Only Two 
Passengers Escape Death in River. 


New Orleans, La., Jan. 15 (A.P.).— 
Seven persons were drowned at Norco, 
30 miles up the Mississippi River from 
this city, when the towboat City of 
Pittsburgh collided with a motorboat, 
which was operating as a ferry, “in a 
heavy fog this afternoon.

The State Department has notified 
American bankers that it has no fur- 


ther objection to the making of indus- 
trial loans to France. A virtual ban 
on such loans had been in effect for 
the last three years. 

The decision of the Washington ad- 
ministration communicated to the 
bankers represents the rescinding of 
the ban which was placed upon indus- 
trial loans to France or to other coun- 
tries which had not made war debt 
settlements with the United States. 
Washington officials, however, had 
nothing to say as toathis change in 

Olicy further than to admit that the 

ankers had been informed of the 
change. 

In a general way it is understood 
that the decision to revoke the ban 
eo far as France is concerned had been 
under consideration for some time, 
since the application of this form of 
pressure to obtain settlements of the 
war debts has been ineffective. 

Somé Washington officials are said to 
believe that the loan ban policy has 
had an exactly reverse effect, so far as 
France is concerned, and merely proved 
an irritant. 


Received fTudirect Loans. 


In any event the communication 
Which has been sent to each bank or 
banking house interested makes it per- 
fectly clear that in future such projects 
will receive, so far as France is con- 
cerned, the same treatment in Wash- 
ington that is accorded industrial loan 
proposals for other countries.

PURSUIT PLANES SINK 
BIG FREIGHTER EASILY 


Experiment at Panama Sends 
5,000-Ton Ship to Bottom; 
Other Targets. 


The War Department yesterday re- 
ported a unique experiment proving 
how vulnerable mercantile ships are to 
25-pound fragmentation bombs. The 
tests were held recently at Panama, 
where the Twenty-fourth Pursuit 
Squadron, Army Air Corps, sank the 


steamship Manari after it had been 
towed to sea by a mine planter. This 
was the first time such a demonstra- 
tion had been undertaken by pursuit 
aircraft. 

lhe original plan was to have the 
pursuit and observation aircraft simu- 
late attack on theoretical gun installa- 
tion on the skip and then for bom- 
bardment planes to sink it with de- 
molition bombs, but. by the time the 
purruit planes had dropped _ thelr 
bombs on the 5,000-t n freighter, it 
began to list, and before the obser- 
vation pilots could complete their 
demonstration, it rolled over and sank 
without the bombardment planes get- 
ting a chance at the target. 

To console themselves, the bombers 
next day dropped their missiles on four 
old airplane wings, and the pursuit 
pilots again demonstrated their accur- 
acy by bombing four empty gasoline 
drums. 


CHURCHES CELEBRATE 
DRY LAW BIRTHDAY 


Eight Anniversary Occasion 
for Sermons on Prohibi- 
tion Enforcement. 


The eighth anniversary of the adop- 
tion of prohibition was celebrated yes- 
terday in Washington churches. “What’s 
the Matter Wit the Prohibition Laws?” 


was the theme of the sermon delivered 
by the Rev. Edward O. Clark, pastor 
of the Chevy Chase Baptist Church. 
The minister declared that while this 
country has reaped great social, eco- 
nomic and moral benefits from the 
laws, they are not stringent enough. 
He deplored the fact that last year the 
average fine imposed on violators of 
the law was approximately $100.

“Inner Ring” Formed, Letter 
Asserts, to Mislead Con- 
gress on Legislation. 


CHILDREN’S BUREAU 
DICTATORSHIP SEEN 


Maternity Act Declared Ille- 
gal; Vote Against Educa- 
tional Measure Asked. 


Asserting that it is “indignant at the 
group of bills and amendments being 
foisted on the Congress as ‘women’s 
measures’ by the ‘little inner ring’ of 
interlocked executives of feminist or- 
ganizations known as the ‘women’s 
joint congressional committee,’” the 
Federation of Democratic Women, in 
an appeal to the Democratic members 
of Congress, made public here last 
night, asked that they vote against 


creating any more Federal bureaus and 
to wipe out others, especially the Chil- 
dren's Bureau. 

The letter was a scathing attack 
against a certain class of feminist or- 
ganizations which, they declared, “are 
organized to mislead Congress and mis- 
represent women, and we dissociate 
ourselves completely from this feminist 
bloc.” 

“We wish to point out,” said the let- 
ter, signed by Mrs. Mortimer W. West, 
president, “that the feminist agency in 
government most obnoxious to the rank 
and file of normal women is the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau in the Federal Depart- 
ment of Labor, which since its estab- 
lishment has been a storm center.

At first, police be- 
lieved only one shot had been fired by 
the murderer but others heard two 
shots.

Seldom Takes Exercise.

It is true that some persons in 1920 
spoke of Hoover as a possible nominee 
on the Democratic ticket, that he ran 
in the Michigan Democratic pri 
maries, that he had the support of some 
Democratic newspapers, and that there 
was uncertainty at one time as to 
whether he considered himself a Demo- 
crat or a Republican.

Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 15 (A.P.). 
Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune, com- 
mander of the United States Marine 
Corps, arrived here today from Corinto 
in an airplane piloted by Lieut. C. F. 
Schit, 

The head of all the marines, here to 
inspect the marine organization in 
Nicaragua, was met at the Marine fily- 
ing field by Col. Louis Mason Gulick, 
commander of the marines in’ Nicar- 
agua; Gen. E. R. Beadle, commander 
of the Nicaraguan National Guard; Dr. 
Dana G. Munro, American charge 
d'affaires, and Col. Julio Vargas, rep- 
resenting President Diaz. 

After being saluted by two companies 
of marines, Gen. Lejeune was taken 
immediately to the residence of Col. 
Gulick, where they conferred on the 
military situation all afternoon. 

Brig. Gen. Feland, returning to com- 
mand the marines in Nicaragua after 
a trip to Washington, arrived this eve- 
ning with his staff on a special train. 
They were received by a marine guard. 

Marine reinforcements that accom- 
panied the generals to Corinto Bare be- 
ing taken directly from that port to 
points where they are needed. Marine 
headquarters decline to reveal their 
destinations or the numbers of troops 
in each group. 


Sandino’s Brother Speaks. 


New York, Jan. 15 (A.P.).—A Brook- 
lyn mechanic, brother of Gen. Augus- 
tino Calderon Sandino, Nicaraguan 
rebel leader, addressed a meeting of 
| 1,500 persons, held today under the 
auspices of the All-American Anti- 
impertalistic League, and asserted that 
| the general was fighting against the 

governmental policy, not the people of 

the United States, in opposing the 
| United States Marines in Nicaragua. 

The speaker, Socrates Sandino, .de- 
clared his brother to be “a man whose 
heart is the heart of his people.” 

“He is fighting in the last corner of 
America against the most powerful 
country, not against the people but 
against the policy of the United States 
Government, which is quite different,” 
'he said, 
| Socrates Sandino, who is 29 and has 
|lived in Brooklyn eighteen months, said 
ihe had not seen his brother for five 
| years, but had kept in constant touch 
| with his parents in Nicaragua. 


Called a George Washington. 


| “Gen. Sandino represents to us what 
| George Washington represents to you 
and Simon Bolivar to Latin America,” 
Sandino'said. “It is a war against the 
Nicaraguan people and is recognized 
by all Latin America. He is the recog- 
nized leader. Who can call him a ban- 
dit? 

“The United States Government, with 
all its forces at its disposal, can try to 
subjugate little Nicaragua, but al- 
though we may be defeated and for- 
eign rule may be forced upon us, we 
‘will never be gubjugated.
